‘< city to contend with him in /#7t, I am forry he did nat 
‘© youchfafe to give me an Opportunity of anfwering fome 
ot his Arguments, if he has any, againft our 
‘* the Committee’ propofed. He mentioned the Word 
‘¢ Patriot, and told us there was fomething very pompous 
‘© and fonorous in the Name; but, whatever that worthy 
‘* Gentleman may think of Patriotifm, I hope, ‘ir, it 
‘© will never be laughed at, or turned into Ridicule in rhis 
‘« Houfe. It is certainly the moft glorious Epithet, when 
‘< juftly applied, that ever was, or ever can be beflowed 
‘© upon any Man; and TI fhould be forry to find, that that 
‘« Gentleman, with all his Wit, or any other Perfon with 
“4 little fuch Sonorous Wit, were able to laugh it out af 
thefe Doors. 

‘¢ But now, Sir, as to the Queftion in hand, I will ven- 
“tureto fay, that every Gentleman, who has {poke 
‘© againft it, has entirely miftaken the Nature of the Bill 
‘now before us; they fuppofed it to be fuch a Bill, as 
‘< they have been pleafed to reprefent, and came here 
“ provided with Arguments, fome in their Heads, but, I 
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believe, more in their Pockets, againit a Buil, fuch as 
they had before fuppofed this to be; and now, when 
we have heard them, it is plain, that none of their Ar. 
guments affect in the leait the Bill now before us. 
Gentlemen, and particularly one up in the Corner, who 
tried 2 little at Wit too, having fuppofed, that, by this 
Bill, a total Exclufion of all Officers, Civil and Military, 
was intended; but they have been told, that no fuch 
Thing was ever intended, or fo much as dreamed of: 
They have heen told, that all great Officers are fill to 
have, and, I think, ought to have Seats in this Houle; 
but fuppofe, Sir, that it is intended to exclude fuch, as 
by the Nature of their Office, muft either neglect their 
Duty in Parliament, or their Duty in their Office, 
which neceffarily requires their Attendance 
where; fuch, for Example, as the Commiffioners 
of the Revenue in Jre/znd; furely, Sir, this muft 
he thought highly reafonable by a Majority of this 
Houfe, as well as by the Generality of Mankind, yetl 
doubt much, if the Worthy Gentleman in the Corner 
would think fo. Suppofe again, that it were intended 


to exclude from Seats in Parliament thofe Clerks, and 


Deputies of Oihces, who have a continual Dependance 
upon the Crown, and are daily at the Mercy of a Mi- 
nifter, for being continued in, or turned out of that 
Employment, from which they draw the principal Part 
of their Subfiftence ; might not this be done, Sir, with- 
out any Injuftice? Can it he fuppofed, that the People 
would think themfelves ia by fuch a Regulation? 
Such Perfons can never be fuppofed to a@ or vote with 
that Freedom, which every Member of this Houfe ought 
to do; and, Iam fure, it would be for the Honour, a3 
well as the Freedom of Parliament, to exclude all fuch 
Perfons ; which is all that is intended. by the Bill now 
hefore us; and therefore it is evident, that none of the 
Arguments, made ufe of againft the Queftion, affect in 
the leait the Bill, which we have now under our Con- 
fideration. 
** Gentlemen have infifted much upon the Neceffity we 
are under, of having alWays in this Houfe fome of thofe 
ay and Employments ; they have 
OG US, that the Knowledge uc 12 cs in 
> perior to that of Country-Gentle 
men 
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men, or Fox-hunters: ’Tis true, Sir, they may, per- 
haps, know a little more of the Management of Publick 
Otnces, and the Methods of making up Accounts, and 
raifing j erquifites, than Gentlemen who never had the 
Honour, nor the Profit of being made acquainted with 
fuch Things; but ’twill be allowed, I believe, that thofe 
Gentlemen, who pay a large Share of the ‘Taxes impo- 
fed, and feel the heavy Burthen of them, becaufe they 
are obl:ged to pay the Whole out of their own private 
Fortunes, will be a little more cautious, how they lay 
on fuch ‘Yaxes, and more exact in feeing them properly 
and trugally applied, than thofe Knowing-Gentlemen 


>in publick.Offices,, who have large Salaries, and many 


Perguifites daily coming in. The Cafe of fuch Gentle- 


‘ men really puts me in Mind of a Paffage in the Play, 


called the Fumera/: I remember, Sir, an Undertaker 
is there reprefented, as paying Money to his Mourners 
to look fad and difmal, and one of them he reprimands 
fevyerely, tor that, the more Money he gave him to 
look fad, the more merry the Fellow always looked : 
This is the very Cafe with thofe Gentlemen in Offices ; 
the more Money they give in a Parliamentary Way, 
the more merry they look, for the more they give, the 
more comes intotheir Pockets. 

‘* But, Sir, to be ferious, for the Subject is really of 
avery ferious Nature: It is certain, there never was a 
Time, when this Bill, or fome fuch Bill, was more ne- 
ceffary: lhe great Power and Influence of the Crown 
in both Houfes of Parliament, as well as in-the Elec- 
tions of the Members of this Houfe, calls aloud for 
fome Regulation ; it may foon be in the Power of a 
Minifter, even before the Election of a new Parliament, 
to tell us what Majority he will have in the enfuing 
Parliament ; he may have this Houfe, or at leafta Ma- 
jority of this Houfe, and perhaps of the other too, in 
his Pocket. This would be a moft terrible Misfortune ; 
it is a Misfortune which is juft at our Door, and if we 
allow it toenter, it will be impoffible to get it out 
again: Jet us then do what we can; if we cannot get all 
we with for, let us endeavour to exclude from Seats in 
this Houfe, at leaft thofe who are the immediate fer- 
vile Dependants upon a Minifter: If this is not done, 
our Conftitution muft foon be undone; for let any fu- 


+ ture Minifler be as wicked, as rapacious, and as crimi- 
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gal, as ever any Minifter was, who will attempt to ac. 
“ cufe or impeach him in a Houfe of Commons, where it 
“ is known he has a corrupt Majority ready to acquit him 
“< of whatever Crimes may be laid to his Charge, even tho’ 
“ his Guilt fhould be made as manifeft as the Sun at Noon 
“gy. be continued. | 


Extract from the CRAFTSMAN. 


R. D’Anvers’s Jaf Craftfman contains a Letter from 

one of bis Corre/ponrdents upon @ Point of the utmott 
Importance, wz. The FREEDOM @ad IND) PENDENCY 
of our VARLIAMENTS. 

Upon a Point (fays this Gentleman) which fo materially 
conceras our Liberties, whereon as well Thofe of the moft 
Reverend Charaéicrs, as the whole Fry of Minifterial /er- 
amin have exercifed all their Talents of Chicanery, to per- 
plex one of the plaineft Truths, it fhould feem excufeable, 
even in Politicks, to make Ufe of dogical Correénefs. The 
diftatteful Formality, that unavoidably accompanies this 
Kind of Reafoning, hath indeed been too long exploded, to 
be ufed upon any but very fingular Occafions ; and can on- 
ly be pardonable, where the Ends aimed at are the Efta- 
bifhment of fome important Truth, and the Detection ol 
Infamy, under the Difguife of a plaufeble fallacious Argu- 
ment. 

As This is the Purpofe, for which alone Recourfe is had. 
to fo untfathionable a Method of Reafoning, the Honeffy ol 
the Defgn will, I hope, be an Excufe for it. 

To be perfectly underftood, it will be neceffary, in the 
frit Place, to ftate fhortly the Fundamentals of our Con- 
dtitut on. 

The Enclifs Conftitution confitts of three diftin® Pow- 
érs, whofe Jurifdictions are independent of each other ; 11 
a Combination of which Powers the legiflative Authority 
oi this Kingdom is vefted. a 

It is not material to afcertain the incidental Privileges: 
peculiar to each of thefe Powers ; fince they have no Re- 
lation to the prefent Un lertaking. 
| Tn Propofitions, where very complex Terms are ufed, 
i. 1S generally neceffary to define them. In This, com- 
the Coatt tution, the Term zadependent only needs 
planation. Ab/olute Ind-pendency is an Attribute of the 
> ipreme Being only, becaufe He alone is felf-exiftent ; and 
whenever the Derm in is ufed, and not 
apr lied 
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applied to the Author of Nature, it muft be confined only 
to that particular I’hing, to which the /adependency con- 
tended for is oppos’d. 

The Independency, contended for in the above State of the 
Conftitution, is That of a free and unbia/s'd Exercife of the 
FurifdiGion peculiar to each Power, as opposed to any cor- 
riupt Influence of the other confituent Powers. 

This Term being now explain’d beyond the Poflibility 
of Mifinterpretation ; and being the Hinge, on which the 

ueftion turns, the Force of the following Obfervations 
will be feen in one View. 

Whatever prevents the free and unbiafs’d Exercife of 
the Jurrfdiction peculiar to an conftituent Power of the 
Legiflature, tends to deftroy the Com?rtutional Independen- 
cy of that Power, to which it is apply’d. It is felf-evident, 
and therefore ridiculous to attempt a Proof of it, that pe- 
cuniary Gifts, Gratuitics and Penfions, from one Part of the 
l.egiflature to another, prevent the free and unbiafi’d Ex- 
ercife of the Jurifdiction of that Power, to which they are 
apply’d. “The Confequence therefore unavoidably is, that 
pecuniary Gifts, Graturtics and Penfions, tend to deftroy the 
conftitutional Independency of that Power, to which they 
are applied. 

Whatever tends to deftroy the Confitutional Indepen- 
dincy of any conftituent Power of the Legiflature, tends to 
deftroy the Con/fitution itfel!: and conte uently the real 
security of the People’s Liberties. tis clear, from the 
Argument above, that pecuniary Gifts, Gratuitics and Pez- 
fions from one Part of the Legiflature to another, tend to 
deltroy the Con/fitutional Independency that conflitucnt 
Power, to which they they are A bos he Confequence 
is therefore unavoidable, that fuch pecuniary Gifts, Gratui- 
ties and Penfions, tend to deftroy the Conftitution itfelf, 
and confequently the real Security of our Liberties. 

And if this cerrapt Influcnce proceeds trom the executive 
Part of the Legiflature, Arbitrary Power maft be the una- 
voidable Confequence ; fince the Wi/l of the Prince then 
becomes the Law of the Lend; the Jatter being only the 
former reduced into Law ; and the Nature of Opprffios is 
Not vaned by bearing a different Name ; nor is the Hand, 
that Ga our Deftruction, the lighter, the 
heavier, by being Parfiamentary, as will be clearly fhewn 
ui another Paper, 

The 
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The farther Purfuit of this main Point, by a more fof. 
mal Proof of each of the above Propofitions, will be un 
neceflary ; fince the Conclufions are reduc’d trom Premif- 
fes, which are felt-evident ; and becaufe this Method of 
Reafoning is thought neceffary, only as it is fubfervient to 
Perfpicuity, and to bring the Controverfy into a narrow 
Compafs; which may be attended with this Advantage, 
thataif any Profitutc fhould hereafter haye the Effronte 
to contend for the Dependency of Parliament, in Oppolitts 
onto what is here advanced, He will be reduced to the 
Neceflity of encountering a fhort Argument, which cannot 
be eafily mifreprefented, or fhufHed ito Obfcurity. 

But it may be obferved, without examining what hath 
heen advanced in Support of a corrupt Dependency, that all 
Oppofition to That, which is here contended for, muft be 
upon one of the following Principles ; either that the Con- 
ftitution 1s flated, and that therefore the Conte- 
guences drawn from thence are uvjuff ; or elfe that it 184 
ridiculous Conftitution, and fo abfurdly framed, as not to 
anfwer the Eads, for which it was inftituted, without the 
Aid and Affiftance of Corruption. Ifthe former, the Con- 
troverfy is put upon a very short and clear Iffue, which 
will immediately determine the Qnettion. If the /atter, it 
feems then that our Conftitution is to fall a Sacrifice to 
Corruption; and the only Difpute will be whether Liberty, 
or S/azery be preferable. 

Altho’ I will not anticipate all the wretched Arts, to 
which it is probable the Crew of State-Mifercants willhave § 
Recourle, in Aniwerto thefe A rguments » yet it 1s eafily » 
forefeen, that the Evafion of fo thort a State of the Quef- 
tion will he immediately aim’d at. The Plainnefs of it will 
by ‘no means anfwer the Purpofes of Thofe, who feem as 
unacquainted with Argument, as common Sincerity ; but ot | 
[his proves too difficult a Task to be executed with tole- | 
rable Succefs, it may be collected from what we have bee | 
already entertained with vpon this Subiect, that they will 
not biuth to go upon the Conflitution itfelf, and make That

ference, whether Thofe, in whom the People have put 
their Tru{t, and to whom They have committed the 
Guardianfhip of their moft important Interetts, continue 
in a State of Independency, free from any cerrupi Influcncey 
that on The/fe alone depend the Health and Vigour of the 
Conflitution ; fince it 18 not in the Power of Inveution to 
inftance two Things, fo incompatible as the Security of our 
Liberties and the Dcpcideery of Parliaments 5 and if ever 
it fhall be our unhappy Fate hereafter to fee this ccrrept 
Devendency take Place, the Confitution mutt, from that 
Hour ficken, decay, and fpeedily degeneraae into @/clute 
Monarchy ; againft which there 1s no real Security buc /ade- 
pen dency. 

It is a corrupt Parliament only, that can put an End ta 
the Liberties of the Pecple of ncland, who naturally re- 
vere Parliaments as the Palladium of their Liberties ; and 
therefore confiftently with this awful Regard, however op- 
preflive any Proje@ may be, the pafling of which into a 
Law could only be compaiied by a corrupt Dependency 
yet fuch is the Revereace fo Augyuft an -Authority: begets 
in the- Minds of the People, that we meet with many In- 
ftances in Hiftory, where a ready Submiffioa has been paid 
to very burthen/ome Laws, wpon a Prefumption that they 
were attended with fome rea/, though not @fparcat Advan- 
tuve to the Sceciety ; that Thofe, whom they had intrutted 
with their Liberties would be too much engaged tor the 
Happinefs of their Fellow-Subjects, to deliver them over 
to their Tormentors; and thus the. Autherity of Parliament 
hath beea fufficient to encounter evea the T eftimony of the 
People's Senfes; ’till by a lovg Petfeverance of their Re- 
prefeatatives in Cerruption and Venali/y, the People difco- 
ve ed Themfelves to have been betray’d almoft beyond the 
Power of Redrefs; and while their Betrayers were fancti- 
fying every banetul Project with the venerable Name of 
Law, the Confitution itfelf hath been well nigh deftroy’d 
vy the Omn potence of Corruption.

The People have borne with Pa- 
ticuce, hoping fome lucky Incident may open the Eyes of 
their f rince, but when.every Year has brought an Increafe 
of Misfortunes, when they’ve found Time has only added 
to their Burthen, they have flown to the moft defperate 
WVeans for their Deliverance; and as Men naturally go 
from one Extream to another, we have read of Princes, 
who have fallen in the Protection of their Favourites. We 
may, in great meafure, attribute the. Misfortune of King 
Charles the Ift. to his Favourite the Duke of Buckingbam, 
as his Partiality to that Nobleman cooled the Affections of 
the /eople towards himfelf. While a Prince-reigns in the 
Hearts of his Subjects, he has nothing to apprehend at 
Home, and will ever be held in Efteem by his Neighbours, 
as they know that the Swords and Purfes of his People 

will be ever ready to fupport and defend him; on the con- 
trary, that Prince muft expect Infults from Abroad, who 
is known to be defpicable at Home, and that he muft ne- 
ceflarily be, who tacitly pega himfelf unfit to go- 
vern, by giving up the Reins into the Hands of a Favou- 
rite, and being folely guided by him, without having any 
Regard either to his ewn or the Nation’s real [ntereft ; 
who will think of nothing but gratifying his Paflions and 

litle Vanity, and while his Neighbours rob his Subjects of 
their Trade, andin Time of Peace treat them as if a 
War was declared, will rather think of dreffing himfelt 
than of redreffing them. Had Henry the [Vth obtain’d 

the of his Subjects, neither the Scots nor the 

French nor Britons would have dared to have given him 

the Provocations they did. 

Fiow were the Englifo Merchants, nay the Coafts 
infulted and inyaded in his Reign, even in the Time of 
Peace ? but he was fenfible he wanted the greateft Strength 
of a Monarch, the Affections of his People, and on that 
Score, pocketed Affronts, he did not want Spirit to re-. 
venge. 

Few Favourites have advanced the Reputation of their 
Matters, and have had at Heart the Welfare of their Fel- 
low-Subjects ; but more than one have ruined the former, 
by endeavouring to opprefs the latter, which is commonly 
the Eifect of Fear; for = know aot any —— fo 
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likely +9 skreen them from the Refentment of an injured 
People, as that of rende:ing their Mafters defpotick. 
The | rince, who is contented with the . rerogatives of 
his Crown, as every prudent Prince will be, needs no Mi- 
n'fter, no Favourite, to take from him the Burthen (as’tis 
term’d) of publick Affairs ; he will act openly and above- 
hoard, have the Intereft of his People at Heart, will em. 
ploy Mea of Probity and Experience, will fee with his 
own Eyes, and have his Ears open to the Complaints of 
his own Subjects. Such an one will be above what is cal- 
led King-crafi :he will {corn to ftoop to Bribery, as he wants 
not to trick or force his Subjects into a flavifh Dependance 


on his fole Will ; he will make the Laws the Standard. 


by which he will act, and by being King in Fact, as well 
as Name, will fix his Dominion in the Hearts of his Sub- 
jects, and keep his Exchequer in their private Coffers, as 
every one will be more reacy to give, than he to ask: But 
fuch a bletied Situation is hardly to be expected while the 
Prince f fiers himfelt to be govern’d. 

The different Figures made by Edward the IId, and Ed- 
ward the IlId, evince, that Favourites are an Obftacle to 
the Prince’s Glory, and an heavy Burthen to his People ; 
nay, that they are not feldom the Ruin of their Mafters. 
Rapin {peaking of Edward the IId, fays, ** He was pus 
‘< nifh’d himfelf, for wanting Refolution to punifh his Fa- 
‘* vourites. A very ufeful Leffon for all Princes, but 
‘« fuch an one, as few know how to make Advantage of!” 
The Weaknefs of this unhappy jrince towards his Mini- 
ons, andthe cruel Death they brought him to, are too well 
known for me to mention. And the Difference between 
the Beginning and the latter End of Edward the IId’s 
Reigo, when he fuffered himfelf to be govern’d by Alice 
Pierce, whom the Parliament obliged him to remove, and 
the Duke of Lancafer, thew the Impatience of the People, 
when govern'd by other than their Prince, tho’ even it be 
his son, I fhail conclude this Paper, with the Character 
Kopin gives of Ldward the liId, and chufe it, as he was 
not guilty of his Father’s Weaknefs, ’till he was in a great 
meefure deferted by his Reafon. ‘“ He was mild and he- 
“ neficient to Men cf Herth, but inexorable to thofe of a 
sage Character. Hittory makes mention but of 

lew Princes, who knew fo well how to blend the Cha- 
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racters of a Sovereign, a Man of Probity, and a good 
Chriftian ; tho’ as to the latter, he was not without his 
Failings. In his Converfation, he was eafy, but yet 
grave, a Friend to the Poor, the Widow and the Or- 
phan, and thought it a Duty incumbent on him to re- 
lieve the Necc//rties of thofe, who had fallen into rxe- 
voldable Never King, before him, diftri- 
buted Honours and Rewards with greater Judgment, and 
more Regard to Merit. ‘Tho’ his Bravery was eyery- 
where known and acknowledg'd, he never fhew’d ‘a 
leaft Vanity on this Account, and never gave greater 
Proofs of Humility than in the Courfe ot his Victories, 
which he ever attributed to the fole Protection of Hea- 
ven. He very well knew how to maintain the Prero- 


- gatives of the Crown, without breaking in upon the Pri- 


vileges of the Subject. All the preceding Reigns taken 
together will not furnifh fo many Acts of Parliament, 
for the Beacfit of the People, as were madein his. Ed- 
ward always agreeing with this Auguft Body which re- 
prefented the Nation, by Means of fo happy an Union, 
repreffed the Enterprizes of the Court of Rome, which 
durft never venture to have any Difputes with him. 


‘ The Glory of his Son the Prince cf /Vales, added new 


Luftre to his own; and the un-interrupted Harmony be- 
tween him and his Queen, was an Augmentation of his 
Happinefs. As he never was elated in Profperity, fo 
was he never dejected by Adverfity. His Evennefs of 
Temper was vifible, both in the Lofs of thofe Provin- 
ces, which coft him fo much Money, fuch Fatigue and 
Care to conguer, and in the Victories, by which he ac- 
guired them: In fhort, we might look upon him as an 
accomplith’d Prince, if his Ambition had not m:de him 
break, after an unjuftifiable Manner, the Peace he had 


‘ concluded with Sceot/and, to deprive a Minor of his 


Kingdom, who was, befide, his Brother-in-Law. es 
As to his Weaknels for A/ice Pierce, in his old Age, it

Fvery-Body knows (fays this that the Mrale- 
contents, as, for Dictinétion’s fake, [ fhallcall them, opened 
their Oppofition, and even declaimed in the Cra/#/maa up- 
on quite different Principles from what they have tince pro- 
ceeded on. Regard to the Conftitution, Affection for the 
moft gracious Prince upon the Throne, and tor his iflufiri- 


ous Family, were then Things as warmly talked of as the 


Defire of feeing a happy Peace, and the Nation eafed of 
Taxes. I own, the Manner in which they then agreed 
had a great Effect on me. I believed, that all they faid 
and wrote came from their Heerts ; I had an high Eiteem 
for fome of their Perfons, and paid great Deference to the 
Characters of others; I reafoned with myfelf as to the 
Nature of their Demands, and on the whole, conceiving 
them to be for the Good of the Nation, I openly joimed 
them. For, as I had hitherto followed Power, whileI 
thought it well ufed, fo I made not any Scruple of going 
over to another Side, when I had it once in my Head, 
that Power might be ufed better. This is a true State 
of my Cafe, asto my quitting the Court, and embracing the 
Side which called themfelves the Country Par’y. 

To thefe too I willingly do Juftice: They received me 
with all Marks of cordial Amity: they re‘oiced at my 
having opened my Eyes; they commended my Ii ‘inte- 
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reftednefs ; they declaimed againft Corruption, and paint- 
ed in the ftrongeft Colours, the Happinefs Britain would 
enjoy, if their Schemes took Place. As I followed the 
Dictates of my Heart, I was as warm as any of them in 
general Teftimonies of Zeal for the publick Good, anda 
eady Inclination to come into whatever Meafures might 
fupport or promote tt. Thefe Declarations were accepted 
with Applaufe; and I, for my Part, thought of nothing 
fo much as of acting inevery Refpect as became a Patriot; 
nay, I confefs, this was mingled with a Defire of appear- 
ing worthy of thofe Praifes, which thefe Gentlemen had 
beftowed upon me. 
I came now very freqnently to their Meetings, but, in 
a jhort Time, what I faw among them gave me fome Dif- 
like. At the very firft I was prejudiced in their Favour, 
and could not but admire that Greatnefs of Soul, which 
triumphing over Party Prejudices, and even tenderer Oc- 
cafions of Animofity, united as Brothers, Men who here- 
totore hated each other to a Degree of publick Notoriety, 
Bat when I perceived, from a Multitude of trivial Inci- 
ceuts, that thefe Men were the fame Men fill in all other 
Refpects, I began to fancy there muft be fomething more 
at the Bottom. ‘This Sufpicion foon encreaf-d ; I faw, 
with Amazement, Men of the moft oppofite Notions ca- 
refiing each other, and talking together as Perfons em- 
barked inthe fame Defign. Facobites, in the Fervor of 
their Difcourfe, let fall broad Infinuations, without Re- 
proot, while others ridiculed and reviled all Kings in ge- 
neral, without Contradiction ; nay, Patriots, ftaunch Pa- 
triots, heard, without Horror, Propofals for putting all 
{hings into Confufion, and for neceffitating the K 
to change both his Meafures and his Miniftry. 
After living fome Monthsin this manner, I came at laft 
to ve truited with the Knowledge, that Oppofitions were 
hot carryed on without Expence: that printing, writing, 
fpying upon M-—---rs, aid lounging in the City and >¢f. 
25's Cotlee-houfes, required a Fund, and that true 
} nicads to the Bufinefs, are never called upon in vain to 
pry tier Quota. Bar T was infinitily more furprized, 
ener A tound that Our Cares and our Money were not all 
on Tus Sice of the Water. Agents, Couriers, 
methought, odd Attendants on 
age Apprehenfions at all Occa ft 
wee Was A\pprenentions at all quieted by the 
fhort 
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Short Anfwer given me, that H---gue Letters and News 
from Abroad, could not be had for nothing. I readily a- 
greed to that; but then I could not as readily conceive 
what we had to do with thofe fort of Things at all. Ihe 
Aims of the Malecontents appeared to me now in a new 
Light, and my Mind was immediately ingaged in new En- 
wiries. 
, That private Men fhould not only wifh well to their 
Country and to its Conititution ; but that they fhould alfo 
act, and that vigoroufly too, in their refpective Stations, 
for the Good of the one and for the Prefervation of the 
other, feemed to me then, and feems to me ftill not only 
Jaudable in its Nature, but requifite as a Duty among a 
People born to Freedom. I was therefore for examining 
thoroughly into the State of Trade, and Condition of our 
Manufactures, the real Grievances under. which the Sub- 
jects laboured, the Abufes moft enormous, and the true 
Sources of thefe and all other Evils.

m 1676, when he came to Paris, where the Intimacy he 
had with the Learned Father de Cointe gave him that Tafle 
for the Study of Hiftory, which kept the } redominancy 
over him. to his Dying-Day ; few Men were ever endued 
with fitter Qualifications for an Hiftorian than Monfieur 
de Grand. He hada mott happy Memory! join’d to an ex- 
quifite Judgment, a wonderful Sigacity in the Difcuffion 
of Matters, and a fteadfatt Love of Truth and Labour.

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In the Month of amen 1681, Monfteur le Grand 
loft his beloved Friend, Father /e Cointe. He wrote his 
Eulogy, as he did likewife that of Michael de Maro/ies, 
Abbot of Villeloin. ‘Thefe two Pieces were inferted in 
the Fournal des Scavans of that Year, one in the Month 
of February, and the other in Apri/.

A Conterence which Monfeur le Grand had with Do¢tor 
Burnet, whilft he was at Paris, inthe Year 1585. of which 
we have a very ample Account in the Eulogy, gave Occa- 
fion to this Work, which the Author dedicated to Mon- 
fieur Thevenct, then Librarian of the Royal Library, 

This produced a Letter from Dr. Burnet to Monfieur 
Thevenot, in which the Dr. makes a fhort Criticifm of the 
Hiftory of the Divorce of Henry VIII. and in which, at 
the fame Time, he does not treat Monfier /e Grand in the 
moft decent Manner. The French Hiftorian was, how-
